A twelve-dollar panama hat caused an 
altercation on a Suburban street car in 
front of Marshal Secrest's home, on Geyep 
avenue, In Kirkwood, early Monday morn- 
ing, which was almost a riot. 

Marshal Secrest arrested a passenger 
named Hellerman, after a sharp fight with 
a number of men. He locked. Hellerman 
in the calaboose at Kirkwood and applied 
for a warrant against him at Clayton 
Monday, charging peace disturbance. 

Hellerman, it is said, was beaten in the 
scuffle with the marshal. 

The trouble started on a Suburban car, 
shortly after midnight Monday. 

Hellerman lost his hat and wanted the 
conductor on the car to stop and allow him 
to search for the missing headgear. 

The conductor refused and one of Heller- 
a friends pulled the trolley off the 
wire. ;

The bodies were found Sunday evening 
and Monday morning by residents of Fern 
Glen and Valley Park, who seined the river 
with grappling hooks. 

Over one hundred persons were engaged 
in the search and they are all working 
Monday to recover the body of Eddie 
Flynn. 

Explosives will be exploded in the river 
Monday afternoon in an effort to raise the 
body.

POPES REPLY SATISFACTORY 


But Mr. Taft Says Many Points Must 
Be Made Clear Before Agree- 
ment Is Reached.

ROME, June 23.—Gov. Taft of the Phil- 

ippine Islands informed the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent that the Vatican's reply to 
the American proposition regarding the 
friars in the archipelago was received last 
evening, and that its general tone is satis- 
factory enough, though many points need 
to be cleared up. 

Being in Italian, the Vatican note _ ne- 
quires. careful transiation into English, 
which Bishop O'Gorman is now doing. 

The governor declined to say what are 
the points upon which the Vatican and the 
American mission are not reed, but said 
that an official answer to Cardinal Ram- 
polla’s communication will be made Tues- 
ay. 

OP ste Taft says he is determined to con- 
clude a plain, straightforward agreement 
preventing the possibility of future com- 
slications. He would prefer a verbal dis- 
cussion of the subject to the present tedious 
mode of communicating exclusively, by 
writing, but he has great faith in the per- 
sonal influence of the Pope, who has prom- 
mised to bring the business to a speedy and 
satisfactory conclusion.

It is said by some that one of the boys 
lost a paddle, bvt at any rate the light 
boat suddenly stopped and then whirled 
around. WBither the shock of striking a 
snag or a desperate lunge after the miss- 
ing oar capsized it, and in an instant the 
boys were floundering in the water. 

Not one of them could swim, and three 
sank from sight, rising to the surface at 
quick intervals and then disappearing for- 

ver. 

Eddie Flynn grasped the edge of the 
overturned boat and clung to it for a mo- 
ment. 

Then he attempted to swing a leg over 
the bottom, but he was weak, and the ef- 
fort caused him to relax his hold and he 
went down.

By this time the watchers were almost 
frantic, and excitedly called for boats, but 
none was to be had immediately. When a 
boat was finally secured and pulled to the 
place of the tragedy nothing could be seen 
of the young fellows until Larkin's bodv 
was dragged to the surface. 

The body wus laid on the bank to await 
the arrival of the coroner, and when the 
time came for the excursion train to’ leave. 
the greater portion of the picnickers re- 
turned to St. Louis, stunned by the horror 
of the tragedy and the pleasure of the day 
dead in their breasts. Many remained to 
continue the search for the missing bodies, 
but without avail. 

Mrs. Flynn, who had agonigedly watched 
the struggles of her drowning son, was 
prostrated, and was placed in the baggage 
car, from which she made desperate efforts 
to escape.

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GRADE CROSSING DEATH TRAPS. 

The Chicago city council, at its last meeting, adopted an 
ordinance ordering several railway corporations to raise their 
tracks running through about twelve blocks in the most thickly 
built part of the city. The order will be obeyed, because the 
Supreme court of Illinois has decided that in the exercise of its 
police power for the protection of life, the city may compel al! 
railroads to elevate their tracks at dangerous crossings. 

Commenting on this ordinance and decision, the 
Chronicle says: 

“The death@traps at grade crossings must be abolished. The 
expense to the railroads is enormous, but their terminals with- 
in the city, now of almost fabulous value and inadequately 
taxed as compared with other property. costs them but little. 
They receive numerous free grants of streets and other valuable 
public gifts. They can well afford to make all city crossings 
safe,"’ f 

The same conditions prevail in St. Louls, but instead of 
compelling the abolition of dangerous grade crossings, the city 
authorities are permitting others to be constructed. And of 
these in existence, the gates and watchmen called for by city 
ordinances and state laws are frequently permitted to be out of 
order or missing for weeks at a time. On'y when a public 
outery is made are these gates and watchmen kept in order and 
on duty. 

Visitors from European and eastern cities will be amazed 
when they see cur dangerous and village-like crossings and 
tracks without fencing or other protection. Every word in the 
Chicago Chronicle’s comment applies to St. Louis. Will our city 
authorities take the lesson to heart and make the streets safe?

NATURE NOUES.

saw a voleano formed before their eyes. 
At Puzzoli, near Naples, there was the 
Lucrine Lake. All was quiet there unt, cur 
three or four days prior to September 2, 
when earthquakes occurred. Atl o’clock in 
the morning the ground rose and fell and 
rose and then burst, as it were, and 
through the fissures came forth mud, ashes, 
pumicestone and other materials. In 
hours’ time there was formed a hill de- 
scribed as being 100 paces high. The action 
of pouring forth matter from the earth’s 
interior continued for a week. Then 4 
mountain 440 feet high was presented ‘o 
view, measuring a mile and a half at its 
base, and having a crater 41 feet deep. 
The mountain still exists and is called 
Monte Nuovo. It is peaceful enough today 
and on its slopes the shepherds tend thir 
flocks. These things are described in the 
letter of Francesco del Nero, written to his 
friend Niccolo del Benino in the year 1638.

in His Shame. 

ELL PASO. Tex., June 23.—Juan Micaba, 
a full blooded Acoma Pueblo Indian, re- 
siding near Las Cruces, N. M., committed 
suicide because he was whipped by his 
mother-in-lay. 

Micaba had a quarrel with his wife and 
whipped her. He was in turn whipped b/ 
his mother-in-law. Unable to bear up u - 
der the indignity he secured a revolver 
and blew out his brains. 

This im the first suicide ever repor'ed 
among the Acoma Pueblos and the older 
tribermen attribute it to the education re- 
ce ved by Micaba at ths g vernment echols

SEIZED UNCONTROLLED HORSE 
Frightened Animal Was About to 
Trample Fair Bicyclist When 
She Was Rescued.

NEW YORK, June 23.—Once more former 
Mayor Robert A. Van Wyck has proved 
himself a life-saver.. Four years ago he 
plunged into the water and rescued two 


drowning young women. 

He dashed out into the center of Broad- 
way yesterday, seized a runaway horse 
by the reins with one hand and with the 
other dragged a 14-year-old girl from cer- 
tain injury and perhaps death under the 


frenzied anima%s heels. 

New York's former chief magistrate went 
uptown from his law office rather early 
yesterday afternoon, got off the car at 
Twenty-third street and dropped in at the 
Hoffman House for a few moments, Then 
he started to walk uptown to the Demo- 
cratic Club for dinner. 

He was on the west side of Broadway, 
between Twenty-sixth and Twenty-sevent 
streets. Down the asphalt on her bicycle 
pedaled pretty Estelle Hawley. Her mother, 
a widow, is empolyed at the Putnam House, 
at Fourth avenue and Twenty-sixth street, 
and Estelle was on her way to see her. 

Suddenly there was a cry from up the 
street. Down dashed a runaway horse drag- 
ging a heavy delivery wagon. The horse 
was unmanageable and through the driver, 
Jacob Frank of 419 Siegel street, Brooklyn, 
tugged at the reins with all his strength, 
the horse was gaining fresh speed at every 
jump. Right in his path was little Elsie. 

The girl tried to turn out of the runa- 
way’s path, but too late. Just at that mo- 
ment the former Mayor saw her. His quick 
eye took in the danger in a twinkling. W ith- 
out a moment’s hesitation he jumped into 
the street, but not quick enough to save 
the chi!d from being knocked down. ” 

But just at that moment he seized the 
bridle. So strong was his grip that the 
horse was stopped in his tracks and forced 
to rear straight up in the air instead of 
trampling down on the prostrate little girl 
and her wheel. 

With a sweep of his arm Mayor Van 
Wyck grasped Estelle and flung her out 
of harm's way. The horse broke away 
again, but was caught a few yards farther 


on. 

Then Van Wyck carried the girl to the 
curb. She was hysterica] and bvstanders 
feared she had been hurt, but when taken 
to a drug store near by it was found that 
she was only suffering from fright. Her 
bicycle was uninjured, and soon she was 
ab’e to pedal home. 

There was a crowd in a jiffy. When it 
became known that the man who saved the 
girl from injury was the former ma‘ or 
tnere was a lusty cheer for his braverv. 
But he hurried awav as soon as he learned 
that little Estelle was all right. 

“That's too bad,”’ declared E:tel'e, when 
she heard that the man who had saved her 
was gone. “T didn’t even heve time to 
thank him for saving my life.’’
